SQUABBLE OVER PURSES COMPROMISED AND 
RACING PROCEEDS WITH NEW ENTRIES. 



Fenmouse Defeats Sir Edgar and J. J. Lillis in the 
Belair Handicap Over a Heavy Track — 
Gossip of the Course. 



Diiltimore, Md., April 2(t. — There w.ns no strike 
of tiie liorKeiiieii at Havre «le tJrace twlay. The 
iiiaiiaicenieiit of the tnu-k and the owners met last 
iiiuht and. as a «s>mpr»inise it was agreed tliat for 
the last two days of tlie ine<‘tinK. Friday and Satur- 
day, the overuiglit purses would be $<UIO and tiiut 
any extra races should l>e of that value. The en- 
tries that had been closed for tlie racing today 
were all re-opene«l until eight o’clock this morning; 
whlcli was contrary to the rules of racing. Rule 
49 reads: 

“The list of entries shall l>e closerl at the adver- 
tise«l time and no entry shall be admitted on any 
ground after that time.” 

Of course the ra<-es were re-opened with the con- 
s»“iit and on the rojuest of the horsemen. 'I’he re- 
iiifor<s*d card brought alsmt l)etter sport and it is 
not cxjiected that any of the owners will lo<lge a 
pnitest against any of the winners. 

M. A. Muller’s filly Fenmouse scored another iin- 
j)ressive stake victory when she accounted for the 
itelair Handicap in a stirring finish with Sir E<lgar 
and J. J. Lillis. The dash was at three -<|uarters 
and brought together a siH*e<ly laind. Much credit 
for the vlct«r.v of the Muller representative resteil 
with Jis’key Kali, as he manage*] her exceptionally 
well. Kir Hdgar and J. J. Lillis set a fast pace 
in the early running and not until the turn for 
home was reached did Kali make an attempt to 
tak«“ the lead. Uoiiig outside of the others, the 
filly res|K)uded gamely and got up to win by 
sliort half length. Sir E.lgar disposed of J. J. 
I.illis by a narrow margin for second place.

’fhe going was in bad condition as a result of the 
severe rains of yesb-rduy and pronoun<‘cd mud run- 
ners carried off the honors. Next in imiwrtance 
to the stake feature was a handicap for three- 
y«*ar-olds and over which resulted in an easy victory 
for the Mamme Stable’s greatly improved Gallop. 
’I'he victory, however, was a costly one for tlie 
stable, as he was bid up $.500 over liis entered price 
of $1,200 and protected b.v the usual $.5 advance. J. 
W. Jolinson was res|>onsible for the bidding up. 

Supreme, winner of the fiftli race, was also made 
a target for the bidding brigade, being advantssl 
$.3tg) over his entered i»rice of $400, at which figure 
lie was Isiiiglit in. 

Tlie crowd which journeyed to the course was 
in k*s*ping with that of any other mid-week day 
’i'he racing was keenl.v <-oiitested throughout.

I>tnisvillc, Ky.. April 26. — At least six candi- 
dates for the Kentiick.v Derby an- training most 
satisfactorily at present at the Downs, and in this 
niiiiilM'r are certainl.v from tliree to four sure start- 
ers ill the big rac<‘. The horses alluded to are Star 
llawk. The Cock and llesiierus. in A. K. Mai-omb- 
er’s stable; George Smith and St. Isidore, in John 
Sanford’s string, and Lena Misha, the standard 
Is'arvr of the Keverw.vck Stable of F. .1. Xolaii. 

Every one of this half dozen racing stars is meet- 
ing ever.v exiieclation of their trainers and not one 
of the entire’ collei-tioii. in their Derby iireiiaration 
have at an.v time sliowii the least sign of any sore- 
ness or lameness. In fact it would is* hard to find 
six young horses training as sounilly for any race. 

l.,ena Misha is gradually winning friends to his 
stauflard. This son of King James seems to liave 
as much Bis*eil as any thns*-year-old in training. 
What he d<s>s is with the utmost ease and he comes 
out of every gallop, to all appearances, a much 
lietter seasoned young horse. 

Ktiir Hawk api>ears now to be the favorite of the 
Macombi*r trio. He is a colt of so much (|Uiilit.v 
that has even won over those who first objecteil to 
him on account of him lieing a hit under size, as 
comparer! to his stable companion. The Cis-k. 

One thing of great interest to the rail birds is the 
fact tluit it is likely that never liefore were six 
three-} ear-olds in triiiiiing for the Derby at the 
Downs, which were reckoned to be as valuable 
prois*rty as this half dozen. At the lowest calcula- 
tion the present money value of the six horses 
makes an easy total of $1UU.0UU and, in fact, they 
could not actually be liuught now for even that 
huge amount. 

Home speedy works have lately been reeleil off by 
many racers in training at the Downs tliut are 
utlier than Derby candidates. These include:

The good four-year-old filly Tory Maid has in- 
dicated that she will not stand further training and 
her part owner, S. M. Henderson, lias transferred 
bis interest in the young mare to J. E. Madden. 
Klie will be shipjied to Hamburg Place and retired 
to the stud. 

J. E. Hurroil. who is establishing a thoroughbred 
breeding stud at bis Stoddard Kaiieh at Woodstock, 
Kiius., is here getting together some horses to 
ship then*. He lias iKiught from Joe Huliliard the 
well-known liorse Graekerliox; also Milo from W. H. 
Buckner, which he' will endeavor to race again in 
the west. One mare lie se<*iired lii’ri; is Old IToverb, 
lie buying her from Jm> Hubbard, and lie is also 
about to pnrcliase from A. L. Aste the liorse Jack 
Point, the sire of ’I'eu Point. He has also secured 
two brooilmares at St. Louis, and will get sufficient 
for a carliHid during his present stay in Kentucky. 
He left for Lexington Wednesday evening to close 
a deal for Ten Point’s sire. 

Gliding Belle, the dam of King Belle, trainer 
Dick Brooks’ liiglily-tried two-year-old filly at the 
Downs, never Iiad but one foal previous to this filly. 
That was the «>olt that is now a thn*c -year-old and 
was piirchiisi-d as a yearling, along witli Do»ige and 
Franklin, b.v trainer J. K. Ward. The latter was 
never able to get the eolt to the races, but rejiort 
has it that, as a yearling, lie really showed better 
than Dodge or Franklin. 

Trainer Brooks now talks as if he will make no 
effort to raee King Belle b*‘fore the first of June. 
Ho unfortunately failed to enter this promising 
filly in any stakes on the Kentucky circuit tracks 
this spring. Her sire. King Ulympian, is dead, and 
probably the only other two-year-old in training 
by iiim on tlie Kentucky tracks is tlie colt De Land, 
owiieil by John t'raiior. 

King 01yni;iiaii was a son of Ol.vmpinn, which 
ran second to Ballyhoo Bii.v in tlie Futurity of 
1900 and was a son of Domino — B«*Ue of Ma.vwood, 
the dam of Tenny. King Olmpian’s dam was 
Queen Lute by Kingfisher, slie lieing a lialf-slster 
to the Kiiburbun Handicap winner Beldame. Glid- 
ing Belle, herself a good race mure, is of tlie 
Hanover line of bhssl. To date King Belle has ex- 
hibited more speeil in her training this spring than 
any filly develop«*d at tlie local tracks, unless it 
lie Triolet, in the stable of George Wingfield. 
Some admirers in fm-t of King Belle are Ixdd 
eiioiigli to say tliat slie is the best filly, as a two- 
.vear-old, developed at ('liiirchlll Downs since the 
days of Round tlie World. Brooks is lH*ing lH*siegeil 
witli offers for King Belle and the tenders for lier 
liave already gone up into the thousands.

The steamer Zealandia. which arrived in Mel- 
lioiirne from Liverjiool in Februar.v, bad a valuable 
cargo of tlioroiiglibreds on board. Included was 
Biillawarra. which was looking well after his so 
joiirn in the old country. In addition to Bulla - 
warra, Yippingale and a filly by Martngon from 
Celine, by Cyllene. were landed for Mr. Norman 
Falkiner. Yippingale is a half-sister to Traqiiair. 
Neil Gow and I’omiinder, lieing li.v William the 
’fliird from Clielandry. She is in foal to Junior. 

Coverteoat. which started an odds-on favorite 
for the Conyngliam Cup at Punchestown April 12. 
iiad tlie misfortune to fall and break Ills back. The 
son of Hackler — Cinnamon, which was bred by J. 
J. Maher, was purchased b.v the late Sir Olias. 
Asslieton-Smith at the Dublin Horse Show sales in 
the summer of 1911 for 1.150 guineas. Two years 
later he won the Grand National at Aintree and 
on the death of Sir Chas. Assheton-Smitli he be- 
came the property of Mr. Eric Platt, whose colors 
he carried when he met death. 

It was Diamond Jubilee’s dislike for Mornington 
Cannon that gave Herbert Jones his start as 
jockey. That some animals will rnn for some riders 
and not for others there can be no question, and it 
would up|M*ar that no love is lost between Drinaugh 
and K. I’iggott. Cupt. de Trnfford’s liorse would 
not go out of a canter for Piggott at Colwall Park 
and Windsor. Yet with Reunion at Hawthorn Hill 
lie gave a deliglitfull.v smooth displa.v when winning 
the Egliam Steeplechase. It may also have been a 
case of “horses for courses.” ns Drinaugh won at 
the last Hawthorn Hill meeting. 

Harry Solloway, the well-known trainer, died 
siuldeiil.v on March 13, says ‘•Deutsclier SiHirt,” at 
the age of sixty-five. One of four brothers (Frank 
Major and Charles ls*!ng the others), who all left 
Oxfordshire for Germany about fort.v years ago 
H. Sollowa.v entered the service of Prince Hatzfeldt 
and soon became a trainer, first at Lippstadt and 
then at Hoppegiirten. He was particularly skill 
ful in patching up and training nnsoniul or infirm 
horses, and with one such, Illustro, he won the 
Great Berlin Handicap in 1892. He trained a big 
winner in Monopol, which securwl the Hamburg 
Grand Prize, but was beaten for the German Derby 
won by Bono Modo. 

“Ib'iitsclier Siiort” announces the death of 
wcll-kiiowii German br«*eder and owner of race 
liors<'s. Count Friedrich F. Hahn, at the age of 
fift.v-seven. He was a son of the Count Halm who 
won the Stewards’ Cup at GiHHlwisid in 18.50 with 
Tiiriiiis. This liorse was bred at the count’s Base 
dow Stud ill Germany, and was liy the iniporterl 
Kngiish sire Taurus out of the im|iorted English 
marc Clarissa. b.v Defence. With onl.v 94 )H)iinds 
to carry, 'I'lirnus starteil favorite at 3 to 1 against 
and won easily from a big hand, and on the lol- 
lowiiig Friday, carrying 96 iKiuiids (inclusive of 
seven -iHiuiid iieiialt.v), he secured the Chesterfield 
I'lip. The old count’s successor, who has Just died 
bred some good winners at Baseilow, but eventu 
ail.v sold his stallions, mares and yearlings by iiuc 
tioii alMiiit twelve years ago. — Txindun SiKirtsuiau.

to India. 

Mr. Arthur Blennerhasset, the well-known Irish 
racing ofl'icial. lias returned to Ireland after a 
sojourn in Australia and America, where lie was 
engaged in buying army remounts. 

Mr. P. F. Heybonrn. who won the Race Course 
Assoi'iation Steeplecluiw* at Gntwick with Vermouth, 
has generously given the value of the stakes, $5,750, 
to the Star and Garter fund for disabled soldiers 
and sailors. 

At. Messrs. Sewell’s repository Dublin, March 23, 
the Geriiiaii -owned stallion Hiion II., by Ard Pat- 
rick — Hycr*-s. b.v Isononi.v, w’us put up to auction 
under tlie Trading with the Enemy Aiuendmeut Act 
and realized 3(NI guineas. 

On the concluding afternoon of the Calcutta 
winter season the card consisted of a steeplechase 
and five flat races.

Melton. 

Santa Quaranta, by St. Frusqain oat of Widgi*on. 
by Galliiiule, has recently had her first foul, ii 
clM'stmit colt by Baclielor’s Double. She is one of 
tlie clioi<*est mares of the Biicklund Stud, costing her 
owner $14,560 to iiurchas** from the Soiitlu-oiirt 
Stud, I^eigliton Buzzard. Santa Quaruntu is on a 
visit to Polymelns. 

The minister for agrieiilture of Franee has de- 
cided to allow Frencli tlioruughbreils, under cer- 
tain eouditious. to take iiart in the ^coming races 
at San Sebastian, in Spain, where the 'meeting com- 
mences on July 2 with the Grand Prix, and will 
eoiitiuue until Oetolier 16. there being forty meet- 
ings on the program. The conditions are the saiiie 
as those imposed on French horses engaged in Eng- 
land and Italy.

Miss Viaii of Montreal has not Iiad much success 
r.o far witli lier liigli- priced imrchasas, Skeer Face 
and Acliieveiiieiit. eacli of wliicli was reiKirted to 
liave cost SIO.OOO. imt tliey are a pair of gisnl tliree 
.vear-olds and sure to iiccomplisli soiiietiiiiig cn*dit 
able for their new owner in tlie course of the sea 
son. Either one would lie serviceable as a t^on 
liuught Cuii liorse. and tlicy are eligible for all 
Can idian-owiied races. 

The possibility of tlie government burden of taia 
tion on race courses lieing shifted to the horse 
owners and lireeders is tlie greatest danger in legis 
latioii of that kind. The breeding industry needs 
all tiie encoiinigenient that can be offered by tlie 
lirovision of generous stakes and purses, and tlie 
reduction of the Dominion Handicap at Fort Erie 
tills year from a $.5,000 race to a $4,000 one is 
significant of what may happen. — Toronto Globe

Grand Card of Seven Races Promises High-Class 
Racing — Waterhlossom, Chaliners and Ban

Lexington, Ky., April 26. — The spring season of 
racing in Kentucky will have a muddy inauguration 
lien* tomorrow. Following a ten hours, steady rain 
last night, intermittent showers fell tialay and the 
Kentucky Asso<-iation course is soft, blit with a 
strong wind and sunsliiiie tomorrow morning it will 
have a chance to dry out considerably before racing 
time. Superintendent James P. Ross iiermitted no 
one to gallop a horse over tiie course today, all 
moves being made on tlie sand track skirting the 
infield. 

Se<-retary Shelley should be proud of his opening 
card, inasmuch as he lias brouglit into contest tlie 
real stars, esjiecially among the two-year-olds 
gathered at tlie <*<iurse. The card is topiieil by 
the Plioenix Hotel Handicap, in which eiglit gisMl 
liorses are name<l with a pros|M*et of .a gruelling 
<*ontest. Tlie inaugural dasli also promises a 
sparkling rai*e, since it will bring togetlier siicli 
favorites ns Waterlilossom, (’lialniers, Kars and 
Stars. Sanward, Ed Howard and otliers. 

Tlie o|H*iiiiig d«.v’s program called for six races, 
blit the entry for tlie tlin*e-year-old filly ra«*e was 
so heavy tliat it was decided to split it and make 
a seven-race imigraiii for the first ilay. It is a 
matter of remark that only one of the races is a 
selling affair. 

.\rrlvals of today swelled the total of horses at 
the track to apiiroximately 700. Of thes**. iiinet.v 
per cent are ready to nu*e. The arrivals included 
six liorses belonging to John Sanford, in charge of 
Preston Burch. Among them are George Smith, 
one of the favorites for the Kentucky Derby, 
Quartz and St. Isidore.

Mrt’abe. R. Goime, T. Henry, Muck Garner. (!.

HINT OF CHANGING ENGLISH TURF WAYS. 



Foreigners and colonials with whom in these days 
one is so frequently brought into eoiitaet are all 
of one way of thinking when they discuss their 
racing and ours. We have all the advantage in 
the snp<‘riorit.v of oiir liorses and cours<'s, but other- 
wise they say that in England racing is far ami 
away b«*hind their own. We licar on all sides tliat 
after the war tilings will be different in all busi- 
nesses and undertakings, and I fully ex|iect to see 
these influences extend to racing, but what effect 
they will have I do not pretend to foretell, though 
I hope most earnestly that many colonial and con- 
tinental improvements will come in this connection. 
The general complaint from visitors is tliat racing 
in England is dear and uncomfortable, a criticism 
tliat cannot be gainsaid, but tlie conditions as they 
exist in this country make it certain that tlicre can 
lie no change until tlie present system is iiiirooted 
and another substituted, if it is found that the 
change is for the lietter. There are. liowever, 
dangers of grave imiiort in change. Thus in tin* 
Jockey Club is firmly, if nnofficiall.v vested tlie 
control of English flat racing, a control exercised 
(in nonnni times) without an.v interferem*e from 
government. No other countr.v enjoys such freedom 
or such a privilege, for altlioiigli we raa.v not all or 
always be in entire agreement witli the action of 
tlie Jockey Clnli, we do cordially agree tliat it is a 
body of honest gentlemen whose intentions are of 
the highest, if their energies are not always util- 
ized to the best advantage. 

Of what government or governmental department 
ean one sa.v the same'; One can never be sure that 
“party” considerations of one sort or another will 
not arise and inflict damage on interests tliat 
sliould be protected by tlie department iimler whose 
<*ontrol they ma.v Im*. becan.se, forsooth, it is for 
the “good of the party.” We saw something of this 
lust Ma.v, when, as I firmly believe, the board of 
trade, for "party” reasons, 1. e., to iilacate the 
“iinco giiid,” sacrificed the horse breeders of the 
country to the faddist supporters of the governnicut. 
That the department has in a measure se«‘n its error 
does not defeat ni.v argument, and I say that the 
first stone in the foundation of racing is its aliso- 
liitc control by the Jocke.v Club or some similar 
iKidy entirely independent of the government. Witli- 
oiit tills safeguard racing would be at tlie mercy of 
tliesc placeniuii- politicians, who, incapable of man- 
aging the smallest of matters witli aii.v succi’ss, 
are constantly reacliiiig out for iiower in fresli di- 
rections. 1 believe it was the late Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Cockburn who advised the Jockey Club in tlie 
Victorian days not to accept a charter, as tliat 
would have Implied some sort of governmental aii- 
tliority over racing, and this view was accept***! Ii.v 
tlio late Admiral Rous and his c*>lh>agues, with tlie 
result that tlic sjiort in England lias been carried 
on and stea*Uly improved under tlie benevolent de.s- 
potism of the stewards of the Jockey Club. I>oiig 
limy it continue to be so carried on'. — “I'igllant” in 
loiudon Siiortsmun.

ENGLAND’S FIRST BIG RACE THIS YEAR. 

The first really ini|K>rtant stake raee of the Eng- 
lisli flat racing season of this year, the Lincolnficld 
linndienp at u mile, was run at Lingfield April 7, 
over an extremely heavy track with twenty-two 
starters. This is the substitute race for the Lin- 
«•olnslli^p llandicai). It was won by the five-year- 
old horse Clap Gate, carrying 98 iioiinds. in a good 
finish with Lux and Stapleton. He was the favorite 
at 6 to 1. Tlie Americans, (’heerftil, Sandmole and 
Outrara were among the starters. Of the race Lon- 
don Sporting Life of the next day said: 

“Two things, and two things alone, militated 
against the Lineolnfield Handicini yesterday being 
tin umiualifiiHl snecess — the light and the going. The 
former element ruined the first big handicap of the 
season from a siieetaeular point of view, while the 
mud bandioapiKul the heavy-weight division. The 
I'olors could not be made out until fully half the 
Journey liad been covered, so dense was the mist 
that hung over tlie top end of the course. 

“There was evidence everywhere that the substi- 
tute for the Liiieolnsliire Handicap had caught on 
well, and no better result could have been wished 
for than the suei*es8 of Clap Gate, witli which uu 
opiui polie.v liad been pursued. Mr. Phillips’ well- 
furnished horse steadily overhauled Cheerful in 
the quotations, and was quite a popular fancy. 
Nothing in tlie field filled the eye quite so well as 
Clap Gate, tliough a paddock inspection revealed 
tile well-lieing and handsome appearance of such as 
M.v Ronald, Sandmole — even if the latter was a 
trifle on tlie small scale — Salandra, Mount William 
and Soulonqne. I»rd Rosebery’s colt has good 
looks witliout a doubt, but his heart is not in the 
right place. Mount William was iierhaiis a little 
‘Jolly.’ Cheerful was never an attractive horse, 
lacking mui-b in quality. 

“Stapleton was in a well-trained condition and 
iHire eomimrison with his rivals in the matter of 
looks. King Priam sweated a little, mure from 
e.xcitability than any lack of fitness, as he earrleU 
pliMity of muscle about his shoulders and quarters. 
Liix was brighter in bis coat and altogether more 
business-like than at Lincoln twelve months ago, 
when he appeared tueked-up and finely drawn. That 
Lord Durham’s big -framed chestnut was in the best 
of heart the race itself quickly went to show. He 
may not have strode out with the same freedom of 
stride as Clap Gate going to the post, for the latter 
moved with machine-like precision and carried him- 
self in the race with the same easy movement. 

“As soon as the colors could be distinguished. 
Stapleton, My Ronald, Clap Gate and Lux formed 
tlie leading division, with Cheerful, racing with no 
courage in their lieels. My Ronald lost his place 
before half Hie Journey had been traversed. There- 
upon Clap Gate closed with Stapleton, Lux becoming 
extremely threatening to the pair as the stands 
were reached. From the distance a rare tussle en- 
sued between the trio, though Clap Gate, ones hav- 
ing headed Stapleton, was not willing to lose the 
advantage without a supreme struggle. Nor did 
he cave in, fust as Lux was coming at him in the 
last hundred yards, and Mr. Phillips’ five-year- 
old reached the Judges’ box a clever winner by a 
half length. 

“After the placed horses came a bunch made np 
of Zuider Zee (a ginid fourth). Young Pegasus, 
Che«*rfiil and Birdseye, a biggish gap separating 
these from tlie remainder of the field. My Ronald, 
Mount William, King Priam and Lord Annandale 
all eut sorry figures, apparently being unable to do 
themselves Justice in the heavy going.’’ 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Paris advices of yesterday said: French positions 

on tile Verdun front west of the Meuse were bom- 
barded vigorously liy tlie Germans last night. The 
attack was centered on Avocourt woml and the 
first -line trenches north of hill 304. In the Woevre 
there was a big gun bombardment. It is announced 
that the government pun>oses to take measures to I 
pr> imre Frencli territorial troops for war. The 
ofTicial Freueli statement of this afternoon, in 
wliich these developments are reported says that 
a number of ijermun prisoners were taken during 
.vestcrda.v’s attack uortli of the Aisiie. The text 
of the statement follows: During an attack yester- 

day north of the Aisne, which enabled us to cap- | 
tiire the small woods south of the woods of Buttes, 
we took scveiit.v-two prisoners, of whom one was 
an officer and seven petty officers. Several enemy 
recoiinolsanees which were attempted during the 
night toward our trenches in the sectors of Paissy 
and 'Troyon were disiiersed by our fire. West of 
the Meuse there w'as an intense bombardment of 
our iMisitions in the woods of Avocourt and upon 
our first lines north of hill No. 304. East of the 
Meuse there was moderate artillery activity. In 
tlie Woevn* tlie enemy bombarded our positions at 
Haudiomont and Ronvniix with big guns. Our ar- 
tillery energetically replied. 'There was no infantry 
action in this region during the night. In Lorraine 
the eneni.v attempted a coup de main upon our 
small iH>sts north of Embermenil. It was repulsed 
with losses. In Hie Vosges reeonnoissanees of our 
IMisitions at ('liapix'Iotte cost the enemy very im- 
portant losses. 

From Ixindoii a disputcli of yesterday said: Lib- 
erty Hall, headiiiiarters of the Dublin rebels, and 
Steplieii’s Green, which was captured by them, have 
iH-en oi-ciipicd liy the military. Premier Asquith 
aniioiinccfi today in tlie lioiise of commons. Steps 
to arrest all tliose coin-erned in the movement Mr. 
As<|uitli said, were being taken. Martial law has 
iK-en iiroclaimed iu the city and county of Dublin, 
it was announced. Troops have arrived at Dublin 
from Belfast and England. The following tele- 
gram was received in Ijondon today from Baron 
Wimboiirne, lord lieutenant for Ireland, dated Dub- 
lin: “The situation is satisfactory. Stephen’s 

Green has been oci-upled. Eleven insurgents 
have lM*cn killed. The provincial news is re- 
as.siiring.’’ At the oiiening of the house of com- 
mons Augustin Birrell. chief secretary for Ireland, 
said it was difficult to say wliether any routes to 
Ireland were iqien or closed. He added tliat he was 
going tliere if he could make arrangements. Prem- 
ier Asqiiitli told the hoiisi- that drastic action to 
suppress the iiiuveiiicnt in Ireland was being taken. 
Outside of Diililin. he said, the country was tran- 
quil. 'Tlie pn-inicr added that steps were being 
taken to acquaint neutral countries of the rt'al sig- 
nificance of “tliis most recent German campaign.’’ 

(’oiistructive iHilicies of tlie city administration, 
resulting in large savings to the taxpayers were 
told yestcrda.v in the unuual reiKirt of city comp- 
troller Eugene K. I’ike to mayor Thompson. A re- 
duction of the city’s bonded debt by $4,700,000, 
saving of Ix'tween $3(W,000 and $400,000 by pur- 
eliasing tax anticipation warrants and procuring 
$125,000 more interest on municipal bank deposits 
than during the year 1914, were the outstanding 
Cultures of tlie riqKirt. 

It was indicated at headquarters at San Antonio, 
Texas, ycsterda.v tliat tlie Scott-Ohrgon c-oiiferenee 
would Im‘ lield at Ciudad I’orfirio Diaz, or Las Vaeas, 
across Hie Rio Grande from Eagle Pass. Tentative 
.•irraiigoments for a siM-i-ial ear to carry General 
Scott and General Fnnstou to Eagle Pass have been 
made.
